Chautauqua  Movement 
Commemorative  Stamp 

This  10-cent  stamp  honors  the  Chautauqua  movement  in  the  United  States.  It  will  be  issued 

at  Chautauqua,  New  York,  during  the  formal  observance  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the 

founding  of  the  Chautauqua  Institution. 

The  stamp  is  the  second  in  the  U.S.  Postal  Service's  Rural  America  series. 

The  Chautauqua  Institution  developed  from  a  Sunday  School  Teachers  Assembly 

established  at  Chautauqua  Lake  by  two  prominent  Methodists,  the  Reverend  John  H. 

Vincent  and  Lewis  Miller.  Lectures,  concerts,  readings  and  social  entertainments  were 

added  to  the  program  and,  by  1886,  there  were  at  least  50  similar  organizations  throughout 

the  country. 

Just  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  commercial  traveling  companies  using  Chautauqua  as 

a  generic  name  began  pitching  tents  and  spending  several  days  in  towns  and  villages 

where  lecturers,  orators  and  performing  artists  otherwise  seldom  appeared.  Copying  many 

features  of  the  official  Chautauqua  Institution,  these  companies  contributed  significantly 

to  a  nation  not  yet  served  by  rapid  communications,  motion  pictures  and  radios.  With  the 

coming  of  these,  the  traveling  companies  faded  from  the  rural  American  scene. 

The  original  Chautauqua  Institution,  however,  still  attracts  thousands  each  year  to  its 

grounds  and  to  its  courses.

John  Falter  has  been  described  by  Norman  Rockwell  as  "America's  most  gifted  illustrator," 
a  flattering  accolade  from  a  man  who  is  himself  revered  for  his  expressions  in  illustration. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  background  of  illustrative  paintings  that  include  Look  and  Newsweek 
covers  as  well  as  185  covers  for  Saturday  Evening  Post,  among  numerous  other  commissions, 
have  given  Mr.  Falter  a  formidable  headstart  in  the  art  of  storytelling  by  painting. 

Since  his  earliest  days  in  Falls  City,  Nebraska,  to  the  present  time  Mr.  Falter  has  had  an  abiding 
interest  in  the  history  of  our  country.  Perhaps  this  is  the  reason  that  he  was  commissioned  in 
1974  by  the  3-M  Company  to  paint  a  series  of  six  Bicentennial  paintings  celebrating  the  begin- 
nings of  our  great  nation  —  paintings  that  capture  and  enlarge  upon  the  spirit  of  the  Company's 
TV  series  "From  Sea  to  Shining  Sea."  These  paintings  have  been  reproduced  by  the  3-M  Com- 
pany in  a  limited  edition,  the  bulk  of  which  is  intended  for  the  employees  of  the  Company.  The 
balance  of  the  edition,  only  50  copies  each  of  the  prints,  is  available  to  the  general  public. 

John  Falter's  working  life  has  evolved  around  art.  At  18  he  entered  the  Kansas  City  Art  Institute 
and  at  20  he  won  a  scholarship  that  enabled  him  to  attend  the  Art  Students  League  in  New 
York.  Then  followed  many  very  productive  years  of  art  illustration  which  allowed  him  to 
exercise  his  historical  interests  as  well  as  his  diverse  enthusiasms  in  other  art-related  fields.  He 
formerly  played  the  clarinet  and  is  now  a  dedicated  jazz  pianist.  Having  played  in  semi- 
professional  bands  during  the  sixties,  he  now  indulges  in  jam  sessions  with  his  musician  friends 
when  they  come  to  visit.  This  provides  him,  he  claims,  with  those  periods  of  rest  and  recreation 
so  necessary  after  the  9  to  5  sessions  of  plying  the  brush  in  his  art  studio.  A  series  of  oil  por- 
traits of  famous  jazz  performers  such  as  Louis  Armstrong,  "Pee  Wee"  Russell,  Art  Tatum,  Jack 
Teagarden  and  Ralph  Sutton  testify  to  his  continued  interest  and  love  for  music. 

Painting  itself,  according  to  this  gifted  artist,  must  be  "a  love  affair  every  time.  If  you  aren't  in 
love  with  what  you  are  trying  to  put  on  that  canvas,  you  better  quit."  John  Falter  is  in  love 
with  painting  and  in  love  with  America.  This  shows  itself  in  his  sweeping  canvases  of  western 
and  early  America  that  are  so  sought  after  by  museums  and  collectors  of  fine  western  art. 
Western  art  is  a  storytelling  art,  and  where  can  better  storytellers  be  found  than  among  the 
list  of  our  country's  most  talented  illustrators. 


In  1974,  Mr.  Falter  was  invited  to  show  his  work  at  the  National  Academy  of  Western  Art  at 
the  Cowboy  Hall  of  Fame  in  Oklahoma  City.

Good  morning: 

Thanks  for  fielding  my  phone  call  last  Wednesday. 

Enclosed  are  8"X12"  glossies  of  the  four  John  Falter  oils  of  Abe  Lincoln  that  we 
discussed.   There  is  some  reflection  in  the  photos  and  the  colors  in  the  originals 
are  more  vibrant.   Each  work  is  approx.  32"  X  48"  and  the  overall  size  with  the 
frame  is  approx.  39"  X  55".   The  frames  are  distressed-finished  barn  siding  neatly 
done.   Three  are  on  canvas  and  one  is  on  board. 


Also  enclosed  is  a  short  history  of  Mr.  Falter's  professional  life.   As  I  mentioned 
he  was  a  boyhood  friend  of  my  fathers  in  Falls  City,  Nebraska.   Some  of  his 
Sat.

Also  enclosed  is  a  snap-shot  of  the  Lincoln  portriat  by  Col.  Freeman  Thorpe.   This  is 
one  of  two  Lincoln  portraits  known  by  Thorpe  who  did  many  portraits  in  the  1860's. 
The  other  Thorpe  painting  of  Lincoln  hangs  in  the  Corridor  of  the  Senate  Wing  of  the 
National  Capitol  in  Washington.

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JOHN  P.  FALTER:   A  RETROSPECTIVE 


Called  "America's  most  gifted  illustrator"  by  Norman  Rockwell,  John 
P.  Falter  is  known  primarily  for  his  cover  illustrations  for  The  Saturday 
Evening  Post.   His  reputation  is  based  mainly  on  his  work  as  an  illustrator, 
but  also  rests  on  his  accomplishments  as  a  painter  of  portraits  and  subjects 
from  American  history.  A  native  Nebraskan,  Falter  drew  upon  his  early  life 
in  creating  much  of  his  art,  even  though  his  career  led  him  to  live  elsewhere. 

John  P.  Falter  was  born  in  Plattsmouth,  1910,  and  died  in  Philadelphia, 
1982.   His  family  moved  in  1916  to  Falls  City,  where  his  father  established 
a  clothing  store.   As  a  high  school  student,  Falter  created  a  comic  strip 
"Down  Thru  The  Ages,"  which  was  published  in  the  Falls  City  Journal.  J.  M. 
"Ding"  Darling,  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  cartoonist  of  the  Pes  Moines  Register, 
saw  some  of  John's  cartoons  and  urged  him  to  become  a  professional  illustrator. 

After  graduating  from  high  school  in  1928,  he  studied  at  the  Kansas 
City  Art  Institute  and  won  a  scholarship  to  the  Art  Students  League  in  New 
York.   Soon  afterward,  he  began  illustrating  "pulp"  magazines.   He  received 
his  first  commission  from  Liberty  magazine  to  do  three  illustrations  a  week 
in  1933.   By  1940,  he  had  acquired  several  advertising  clients  including 
Gulf  Oil,  4  Roses  Whiskey,  Arrow  Shirts,  and  Pall  Mall. 

Falter's  first  Saturday  Evening  Post  cover,  a  portrait  of  the  magazine's 
founder,  Benjamin  Franklin,  is  dated  September  1,  1943.   He  did  over  185 
covers  from  1943  to  1969  when  the  Post  ceased  publication.   In  1943,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Navy  and  designed  over  300  recruiting  posters.   During  this 
period,  he  also  completed  a  series  depicting  twelve  famous  war  heroes  for 
Esquire  magazine.   Falter  also  did  illustrations  for  Good  Housekeeping,  The 
Home  Magazine,  The  Ladies  Home  Journal,  Cosmopolitan,  McCall's,  Life  and 
Look. 


Falter  produced  a  body  of  work  impressive  in  volume  and  variety  ot 
subject.   Reflecting  a  lifelong  interest  in  jazz,  he  did  scenes  of  Harlem 
nightclub  life  in  the  thirties,  and,  later  on,  portraits  of  famous  jazz 
musicians  such  as  Louis  Armstrong,  Jack  Teagarden,  Pee  Wee  Erwin,  and  others. 
An  excellent  portrait  painter,  Falter  had  Clark  Gable,  James  Cagney,  Olivia 
de  Haviland,  and  Admiral  Halsey  among  his  sitters. 

During  the  1970's  and  1980's,  he  turned  to  historical  and  western  themes. 
The  3M  Company  commissioned  him  to  do  a  series  of  six  paintings  in  celebration 
of  the  American  Bicentennial,  titled  "From  Sea  to  Shining  Sea."  Falter  completed 
over  300  paintings  in  the  field  of  western  art,  with  emphasis  on  the  westward 
migration  of  1843  to  1880  from  the  Missouri  River  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
He  was  honored  by  his  peers  with  election  to  the  Illustrators  Hall  of  Fame 
in  1976,  and  membership  in  the  National  Academy  of  Western  Art. 

Falter  once  made  the  following,  insightful  observation  about  his  work: 

It  has  been  my  hope  to  record  what  is  probably 
the  last  of  the  great  tradition  of  farming,  of  river  life, 
of  the  domestic  life  so  closely  related  to  it,  and  of  the 
small  bits  of  peace  and  serenity  that  only  exist  close  to 
nature.
